but in Seo ul there is ano ther figure 
which is quite as striking as any o f 
these, and that is the o ne eyed wo man 
in the grass green clo ak. 
“Just ns yo u are beginning to get ac­ 
custo med to the wo man in white, with 
her hundbreadth sho ulder jacket, her 
bunchy skirts and her seminude ap­ 
pearance. yo u run up against the wo m­ 
an in green, who se co stume is bizarre 
eno ugh to give yo u a fresh sho ck o f 
surprise. Her o uter garment, which is 
all that can be seen, may be ro ughly 
described as a green silk waterpro o f, 
with w hite neck yo ke and sleeve cuffs, 
held to gether in fro nt by means o f 
fo ur lo ng ribbo n tie strings. 
Two o f 
these strings are bright scarlet and t\vo 
dull, reddish purple, and they hang 
do wn in fro nt nearly to the gro und. 
“A grass grceu waterpro df trimmed 
with scurlet and purple ribbo ns wo uld 
be striking eno ugh even if it were 
wo rn in the American way, but it is 
no t so wo rn. 
On tbe co ntrary, the 
neck yo ke, o r co llar, is thro wn o ver 
the bead, and the clo ak is drawn aro und 
the face so as to co nceal all except o ne 
eye, while the sleeves, which are mere 
shams, witho ut o penings fo r the arms, 
hang do wn fro m tbe wearer’s ears. 
Anything mo re extrao rdinary than this 
grass green burno o se, with its scarlet 
and purple strings and its dangling 
white margined ear sleeves, wo uld be 
hard to imagine, and when in a cro wd­ 
ed street o r market place yo u see a 
do zen o f these po lychro matic appari­ 
tio ns and an equal number o f basket 
headed mo urners gliding no iselessly to 
and fro in a thro ng o f white ro bed 
gho sts who are fanning themselves o r 
smo king lo ng stemmed pipes yo u feel 
like rubbing yo ur eyes to make sure 
that yo u are awake. 
“These wo men iu green are the wives 
o f men who belo ng to what may be 
called the Ko rean middle class, and 
their co stume is traditio nally said to 
have had its o rigin in a ruse de guerre 
practiced by the Nvo meu t>f Seo ul when 
the city was attacked by the enemy at 
night in the absence o f all its male 
defenders. 
The wives o f the latter, it 
is said, caught up weapo ns, threw their 
husbands' jackets o ver their heads and 
manned (o r wo mane'l) tbe walls, and 
there they fo ught so bravely, o r made 
such a brave sho w o f fighting, that tbe 
attacking fo rce, taking them fo r men, 
abando ned the assault and withdrew. 
“In co mmemo ratio n o f this achieve­ 
ment the wo men and their descendants 
were permitted to wear as badges o f 
ho no r 
the jackets 
that 
they 
had 
thro wn o ver their heads when they 
rushed to the walls. 
This explanatio n 
o f the green clo ak so unds like a sto ry 
invented to fit an o bserved fact, but 
tbe persistence o f co lo r in this partic­ 
ular garm ent while all o ther clo thing 
remains white and the transfo rm atio n 
o f useful sleeves iuto co nventio nal 
shams which no w hang do wn fro m the 
ears seem to indicate a survival o f 
so me ancient and significant custo m.”

In the little, swarming streets o ff 
W hitechapel ro ad, do wn thro ugh Sho re­ 
ditch and Betlmal Green, linnet singing 
is the pastim e o f tho usands and the 
business o f sco res o f men who will bet 
themselves to a standstill o ver the 
sweet vo içed rivalries o f two wee 
bro wn birds caged o n the wall o f so me 
public ho use who se reputatio n makes 
respectability timo ro us o f intrusio n. 
The hard faced “east ender,” who se 
chief jo y is a blo o dy “limited ro und 
go ” in the prize ring o f a reso rt 1* 
Whitechapel, may be seen next night 
in the back ro o m o f ano ther “pub,” sit­ 
ting in breathless silence and behind 
lo cked do o rs, with a hundred o f his 
kind, while his linnet sings a match 
fo r “pleasant so ng” and a stake o f 10 
shillings a side. 
When the referee says “No w!” the 
watch is started, but' this do es no t 
mean th at the birds are y et-engaged 
in any rivalry. They sit o n their little 
perches in silence, and the cro wd sits 
in silence watching them. 
Presently 
o ne o f the rivals pipes up his o pening 
lay. Tliis Is called the “lead o ff.” The 
first no te o f a so ng is called the “chuc­ 
kle.” Perhaps the bird which makes 
the “lead o ff” may sto p with this 
“chuckle” and no t finish his so ng. The 
stimulus is eno ugh to start the o ther 
bird, ho wever, and he in turn makes 
his “chuckle” and then witho ut a 
break perfo rms the who le o f his reper­ 
to ire o f ten “pleasant so ngs.” 
The sulky bird is frenzied at this su­ 
perio rity and to make up fo r lo st time 
sings as if its heart wo uld break. Bo th 
sco rers are busy no w “chalking the 
sco res” as fast as their pencils can fly. 
To the untrained ear the to rrent o f pip­ 
ing no tes is ho pelessly intermingled, 
and even when o ne bird is singing 
alo ne it is impo ssible to tell where o ne 
so ng ends and ano ther begins. 
This sweet piping abso rbs the atten­ 
tio n o f the audience, while just beyo nd 
the clo sed do o r a ho rde o f blo ated men 
and slatternly wo men 
are drinking 
themselves mo re so dden, with blas­ 
phemo us and vulgar merriment. 
The birds are all o f purity and senti­ 
ment and sweetness that can be fo und 
in this east end “pub,” and they sing 
as gladly as if green fle'ds were their 
enviro nment.—Outing.

Atlantic breakers fall w ith a weight
